Made of record but not making Applicant's invention obvious is a publication to 
Rosene et al. showing a punch having a movable hollow threaded member (146) with a 
fastener (136) therein. In Applicant's claims, the term "laterally movable" is interpreted 
to mean "movable perpendicular to the path of travel of the punch during it's punching 
stroke", and thus Rosene's vertically movable hollow threaded member does not read 
thereon. No suggestion could be found to employ Rosene's adjustment mechanism on 
the laterally adjustable die of Shepard.
